The school house is comfortable but 
not as neat or quite as large as it should 
be. The size of the house has been re- 
duced by the conversion of about nine 
feet at one end, into a coal house. Though 
this arrangement may be perfectly con- 
formable with the principle* of economy, 
it is not in harmony with our idea of 
neatness and beauty. Restore this nine 
feet and make some needed repairs and 
the house would be very comfortable.
